orcain, and rometimes s greenisn yellow color, which
rendily sinks in water, At urst the pulse becomes
slightly sceelerated and teuso townrds evouing, and
the heat of the sarface of the body varies in the
courss of the day, boing sometimes above and some-

The commencement of the dispase s marked by
slight nching pumis, With o sonse of tightness in some
parts of the ehest, and a short dry cough, whioh 4
readily excited by muscular emotion. Thoe breatling
is ehorter and more froquent. Ihese symploms
gradually become more conspienous, and at lengdi
shght fever ocours towards even'ng, and the respira-
tion sud pulie continue 1o be somowunt teco eratod
throughout the whole day, A (it of csugmng
usualiy ocours in the morming, and the patient rises
out of bed 1o & relaxod and (eeble eondiuon, There
jsan extreme Habliity to take cold on the slightost
exposmre, By degrees the cough becomes
more frequent snd  troublesome, parboularly
m the evening or morning, or at mght
when awakemng from sloop.d As the discase
udvances, the wkin, lips, tongus, and muces becoms
dry inibe afternoon, slight chills regularly vocur
towards umnln.htul]owm.l by fever, duning which
one or both checks bucome suffosed with a clrcum-
geribed flush, u dry, burniug beat is folt in the palms
of the hands and soles o1 the feet; the breathing ls
vory guick and abort, and the pulse very Irequent,
small, quek, and tense. These tcbnle paroxysms
contnue fll towards midnigyut, when they tecmis
nate in more vr less profuss murmuiou, which
continues until mornll:iq leaving the suflerer ex-
hausted, languid, and depressed. Frequently, pres
vions to the oegurrence of this tram ol symptom,

—Miss Dix yesteroay visited the lnsans Depurt-
mentel the Philadelphin Hospial, Almshouse,
uid made a most carelul examination of the
whole bulding, She visited every ward, and
thus thoroughly inspected all phe departiments,
Bhe was attended throughout her examination
by Dr. 8, W, Butler, the Clilel Reskdent Physiclan,
and his asslstant, Dr, A, Marvio She v,

This distinguished lady expressed her views
very tully and elearly on ghasabioct of the treat-
ment of this mest unfortuanie class ol the com-
munity, and displayed wery gweal astooish-
ment at finding so few of the patients undey
any physicul restramr, and could not satficienily
admire the harmony snd order which prevailed
on eyely hand—the entire clessliness of the
whole establishment, under the houschold
manngement of Mis, Mary L, Geary, the vary able
Housskeopor and Superviser, What spe secmod
to lumieut most was the utter undtness ol the
bullding for the purposes for which [t 14 em-
ployed—its want el sutlicient room, aud the con-
sequent crowding together of the patients; the
incapubility, In its limited accommodations, of
alfording them necessury and indeed tndypansi-
ble axercise; its want ol shade; anl the conse-
quent unnecessary loas ol 1o which wust una-
voidably ensue in _ omse of the viskitution
of un epidemle like the Aslatic cholera,
apd  warmly advoented s early  re-
nibval lo a greater distanee from the city,
where such of the inmates us were eaphble
could be employed moguch labor, All of this
was duly admitted by the Chief Resdent Phy-
siclon, who, year ofter yoar, had warmly advo-
cated the ssme doetrine, and had more than
once urged such a ¢ourse upon the Guurdians of
the Poor, without, however, meeting with any
sticecss, Noth ng eseaped the lndy's eagle vislon,
und she inguired mlo overylhing, Durlng
the l:rogrena ol her visd she met several
of the Gpardians, Friday belug a regular
comnmitlea day, to whom she talked very freely
ol the #subjeet, not only of the removal ot the
